
REMARKS 

A Final OflBce Action was mailed by the Examiner on March 26, 2003, setting forth a 
shortened statutory period for reply to expire three-months from the date of mailing. The Action 
fiirther states that, in the case that a reply is received within two months of the maiUng date, an 
/ Advisory Action should be mailed no later than the end of the three month shortened statutory
